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Base PX Means Big Business For Many Retail Suppliers

Haircuts cost you 20 cerus 
and you could shop all day 
in civvy store* and never 
even come close to the PX 
bargains available on such 
items ait radios, jewelry. 
watches, cameras and novel­ 
ties.

These davs the discount 
farr. in military outlets has 
lierome so broad and bask- 
that the military family can 
satisfy virtually all its needs 
without ever stepping off UK 
base. This has happened be­ 
cause hundreds of big com­ 
panies have developed stron« 
military sales staffs of their 
own, compete vigorously for 
space on PX shelves, and pay

handsome fees to agencies 
that report like military high 
commands on troop move­ 
ments, such as the large per­ 
sonnel shift from Europe to 
the Far East that is occurring 
at the prerent time.

What's the attraction of the 
military market to America'? 
retail .suppliers? It's not hard 
to understand when you con­ 
sider that the total market 
here and abroad, totals more 
than 8 million persons, and 
that the military rang up re­ 
tail sales of $3.4 billion last 
year, making it the nation's 
third-laigest retail distributor, 
ranking behind only the A&P 
and Sears Roebuck.

CORN GROWING, once a 
high-risk business, has be­ 
come almost a sure-fire enter­ 
prise, thanks to the develop­ 
ment of hybrid seed.

Dr. Frank Remley. technic­ 
al director of the Cargill, Inc. 
seed department in Minnea­ 
polis, illustrates the impact hy­ 
brids have had on U.S. corn 
production since they were 
first put to use in the early 
1930's. Yield-per-acre aver­ 
ages jumped from 20.5 bush­ 
els in 1930 to 73 bushels last 
year, an increase of mort 
than 250 per cent. In 1930 
U.S. farmers planted 110 mil­ 
lion acres for a harvest of 2 
billion bushels while last year 
they planted only 57 million 
acres and harvested 4.16 bil­ 
lion bushels.

The Cargill scientist says, 
"Farmers today can almost 
guarantee good yields by care­ 
fully selecting the proper hy­ 
brids and by sticking to good 
planting, cultivation and har­ 
vest practices." He explained 
that hybrids, besides boosting

yields, have minimized—in 
some cases completely over­ 
come—losses from weather, 
moisture, disease and insects.

THE AIR conditioning and 
refrigeration industry, al­ 
ready riding the crest of t 
boom, has taken a long-range 
look into the future and found 
every reason for glowing op­ 
timism.

Seasonal sales already are 
climbing along with the mer 
fury, and an industry spokes 
man. William H. Roberts 
president of Borg-Wagner' 
York division, forsees an in 
dustry volume of $3.5 billion 
this year, up 12 per cent from

the previous record of $3.1 bil­ 
lion in 1965 York is operat­ 
ing with a prc-scason ordei 
backlog 50 per cent higher 
than a year ago. and is rush­ 
ing completion of a $12-mil- 
lion expansion program at itr 
main plant in York. Pa to 
meet the demand.

Roberts says the reason for 
the boom is simple to under­ 
stand: Americans simply have 
become accustomed to year- 
around comfort and they ex­ 
pect it in cars, schools and 
hospitals today just as in their 
homes, movie houses, restau- 
nnt=, shops and offices. The 
trend will send industry sales 
soaring to $5.5 billion a year 
in 1970, up about 80 per cent 
from present figures, he pre­ 
dicts.

GOVERNENT botanists are

in the midst of a worldwide 
search for natural substances 
that will act as anti-cancer 
agents. So far they have 
screened 10.000 plant sam­ 
ples, representing 116 differ­ 
ent plant families, in the hope 
nf finding materials that will 
inhibit tumor growth.

There was a hint of success 
in the venture this month 
when botanists from the new 
crops research branch of the 
Department of Agriculture an­ 
nounced they had found 400 
species of plants that have 
"significantly inhibited tumor 
growth" in mice. Scientists 
are now trying to isolate the 
active ingredient in the ex­ 
tracts from these plants, but 
a number of these tumor in­ 
hibiting samples have already 
hern eliminated because they 
cause toxicitv or side effects.
